She Was Struck By the Floating Der- 
rick Hercules. 



Second Session, 



Washington, Dec. 20. — Senate. — No 
business of general importance trans- 
acted Monday. 

House. — The house of representa- 
tives Monday emphatically disapprov- 
ed the proposition to hold the inaugu- 
ral ball in the capitol building. The 
committee having the matter in charge 
had substituted for the pension build- 
ing as provided for by senate resolu- 
tion, the congressional library, but 
Mr. Morrell (Pa.), who called the mat- 
ter up, announced that the opposition 
to the latter building was so great the 
committee had concluded to substitute 
the capitol building. A storm of pro- 
tests came from both sides of the 
chamber. The resolution offered by 
Mr. Morrell was voted down, the re- 
sult being to delay action until the 
next District of Columbia day in Jan- 
uary. The house aiso voted down a 
resolution making special order on 
January 5 the bill to restore to the 
naval academy three naval cadets who 
were dismissed for hazing. The effect 
of the vote in the house on the resolu- 
tion providing for the inauguration 
probably will be to cause the District 
of Columbia committee to withdraw 
its amendment and accept the senate 
provision to hold the inaugural ball in 
the pension building. 

Washington, Dec. 22. — Senate. — The 
senate met Wednesday and adjourned 
until January 4, 1905. 

House. — An objection by Mr. Mann 
(111.) to unanimous consent to take up 
the inaugural resolution in the house 
of representatives Wednesday, sent 
the whole matter over until after the 
holidays. Mr. Morrell (Pa.), on behalf 
of the committee on the District of 
Columbia, was directed to move the 
passage of the senate resolution, which 
among other things provided for hold- 
ing the inaugural ball in the pension 
building, as heretofore, but Messrs. 
Underwood (Ala.) and Mann insisted 
that a quorum of the house should be 
present to consider the matter. Im- 
mediately after Mr. Mann's objection 
the house adjourned until January 4, 
1905. 

Representative Livingston (Ga.) in- 
troduced a joint resolution Wednesday 
providing that hereafter electors for 
president and vice president and rep- 
resentatives in congress shall be voted 
for in each state on the first Tuesday 
after the first Monday in September 
and that the 59th congress shall as- 
semble and hold its first regular ses- 
sion on the first Monday in October, 
1905. 

Representative Henry (Ct.) intro- 
duced a bill Wednesday “to secure the 
full use of the United States rural mail 
equipment and to place the rural serv- 
ice on a paying basis.” 

The bill provides “that within the 
limits of the respective rural routes, 
served by post wagons, parcels of mail 
matter shall be collected and delivered 
house to house, by the carriers, in 
■weight up to 200 pounds, and in di- 
mensions up to a barrel, no parcel, 
however, to be more than six feet in 
length.” 

The bill specifies that the rates on 
parcels shall be one cent for eight 
ounces or less, two cents for a pound; 
five cents for from 1 to 11 pounds; 10 
cents for a half bushel, 30 pounds; 15 
cents for a bushel; 20 cents for a naif 
barrel, and 25 cents for a barrel. 



New York, Dec. 22. — Breaking fiva 
great cables as if they had been 
threads, the 100-top floating derrick 
Hercules, moored to the side of the 
new battleship Connecticut, broke 
adrift in the navy yard basin in Wal- 
labout bay Wednesday and crashed 
into the stern of the battleship Texas, 
smashing several plates and so injur- 
ing the war vessel that she will have 
to go into the drydock. 

In the basin when a fierce squall 
swept over it were the Texas, Illinois, 
Kentucky, Tacoma and Minneapolis. 
The Hercules was securely tied to the 
Connecticut and was landing great ar- 
mor plates on the decks. The strain 
caused by the heavy wind caused the 
cables to break and the derrick started 
up the bay towards the warships. 

Two tugs, the Narkeet and Pent tick- 
et, were hastily dispatched to catch 
the fleeing derrick, which was making 
directly for the Tacoma and Minne- 
apolis, moored close together. The 
Pentucket caught the Hercules when 
almost upon the warships anjl made 
fast to her. Before the derrick could 
be controlled it swung around and 
struck the Texas squarely in the stem 
post. ,

St. Petersburg, Dec. 22. — Emperor 
Nicholas is holding councils daily at 
Tsarskjos-Selo, at which, it is under- 
stood, the internal situation in Russia 
is being thoroughly discussed. Among 
those who are attending the councils 
are Grand Duke Michael, the brother 
of the emperor, ministers and mem- 
bers of the council of the empire, in- 
cluding Prince Sviatapolk-Mirsky, min- 
ister of the interior; M. Witte, presi- 
dent of the ministerial council; M. 
Pobodontsoff, procurator general of 
the Holy Synod; M. Muravieff. minis- 
ter of justice; M. Kokovzoff, minister 
of finance; Count Vorontzoff-Dashkoff, 
head of the Russian Red Cross; Count 
Solsky and Mm. Erniloff, Fritch, Rich- 
ter and Hesse. Prince Sviatopolk- 
Mirsky laid before the council the 
addresses and resolutions adopted by 
the congress of zemstvos which was 
held here last month. 

Prince Sviatopolk-Mirsky, M. Witte 
and Count Solsky favored a policy of 
concession, but the others opposed 
such a policy on the ground that the 
demands of the zemstvoists were sub- 
versive of the essential principles of 
the autocracy. In the opinion of the 
council it is not the time to entertain 
proposals looking to a change in the 
existing form of government while 
war is in progress, and it was decided 
to discourage political agitation. 
Measures will be drawn up relative to 
the distress consequent upon mobiliza- 
tion. 

There is no confirmation of the re- 
port that Vice Adm. Rojestvensky has 
been appointed commander-in-chief of 
the Pacific squadron and that Adm. 
Skrydloff is to become a member of 
the board of admiralty. 



Washington, Dec. 21. — The Senator 
Reed Smoot investigation Tuesday 
reached that period where counsel for 
the protestants have concluded the ex- 
amination of all persons who could be 
reached by the subpoenaes issued by 
the senate committee. Attorney Tay- 
ler announced that he was ready to 
rest his case, except for the introduc- 
tion of documentary evidence and pos- 
sibly to examine later some persons 
on whom it has been impossible to get 
service. The case of the respondent 
will ue opened January 10, to which 
date the hearing s were adjourned. 

Just before adjournment of the com- 
mittee opposing counsel engaged in a 
controversy over the advisability of 
certain reference works as evidence 
of the doctrines of the Mormon faith. 
No agreement could be reached and 
after heated arguments Mr. Tayler re- 
called Apostle Penrose to identify cer- 
tain reference books. 

In a number of instances Mr. Pen- 
rose denied that the work has been 
accepted by the cnurch as authorita- 
tive publications and said many of the 
matters contained in the documents 
were subject to dispute. Chairman 
Burrows ruled that the utterances of 
leaders of the church may be offered 
as tending to prove doctrines of the 
church organization. 

The principal witness on the stand 
was Charles M. Owen, who has been 
employed in gathering data to be used 
against the Mormon church in the 
Smoot inquiry. He testified in regard 
to bringing actions against prominent 
church officials and as to the attitude 
of courts and prosecuting attorneys in 
such cases. He declared that such 
prosecutions are unavailing, as when 
convictions were obtained small fines 
were imposed and in most cases these 
were paid by popular subscription. 

Mr. Owen was in the afternoon re- 
called and his examination was re- 
sumed concerning attempts to bring 
about prosecutions on charges of un- 
lawful cohabitation. Mr. Owen said 
cases were instituted against the late 
Lorenzo Snow, president of the Mor- 
mon church; Joseph F. Smith, now 
president of the church, and Brigham 
H. Roberts, who was elected a mem- 
ber of congress but denied his seat 
on account of his having plural wives. 
A warrant was denied in the first case 
and Roberts secured an acquittal by 
appealing his case after conviction. 
Many instances of Mormon officials 
refusing to recognize informations 
charging polygamy were reported to 
the committee by. the witness. The 
information in the case against Presi- 
dent Smith was sworn during the past 
summer, and was based on admissions 
of polygamous cohabitations made be- 
• re the senate committee since the 
opening of the Smoot investigation.

TRIPLE TRAGEDY, 



Fred Jones Killed a Constable and a 
Woman and Attempted Suicide. 



Lockport, N. Y.. Dec. 22. — Fred 
Jones, of Charlottesville, Wednesday 
afternoon shot and killed Constable 
William C. Gray and Mrs. Abbie Good- 
rich, a widow. He then turned the re- 
volver upon himself and fired a bullet 
into his brain. He is still alive, but 
surgeons say he can not recover. 

Jones was a rejected suitor for Mrs. 
Goodrich’s hand. He is 28 years old 
and Mrs. Goodrich 54. 

So persistent had Jones become that 
Mrs. Goodrich went before a justice 
of the peace and made complaint, 
claiming that Jones had threatened to 
kill her and set her buildings on fire 
if she would not marry him. A war- 
rant was issued and given to Consta- 
ble Gray to serve. Jones asked that 
Mrs. Goodrich be sent for in order 
that he might adjust matters and avoid 
being arrested. When Jones heard 
the woman’s voice he drew a revolver 
and shot Gray, killing him instantly. 
He then shot Mrs. Goodrich in the leg, 
causing her to fall to the floor. Ad- 
vancing close to her, he put another 
bullet into her head. He then shot 
himself in the head.

It Reached Port Arthur With Sup 
plies, Ammunition, Etc. 



London, Dec. 22. — The Daily Tele- 
graph’s Chefoo correspondent says 
that the steamer Lady Mitchell, which 
sailed from Tsingao with supplies, am- 
munition and dynamite, reached Port 
Arthur during a snow storm four 
nights ago. He also says it is reported 
that the Japanese were compelled to 
.evacuate their position on Etse moun- 
tain, owing to a flanking fire from oth- 
er forts and the explosion of Russian 
mines, from which they lost heavily. 

The Japanese, the correspondent 
adds, are employing thousands of 
coolies making strong forts at Dalny 
and around Port Arthur. They ex- 
press a determination to capture Port 
Arthur before the Chinese new year. 
An attack is now preparing that will 
he on a hitherto unequaled scale, and 
it will mean either success or terri- 
ble disaster to the besiegers. The cor- 
respondent concludes by saying that 
it is stated that Gen. Nogi has asked 
for 60,000 reinforcements from Japan.

Bluegrass Cattle Goes to For^igQ Ports 

There are few people in Bourbon 
who realize the important part this 
and surrounding counties play in 
furnishing food for other countries. 
It is not generally known that the 
Bluegrass furnishes a large part of 
the cattle shipped to foreign parts.

PENSION LIST INCREASING 



More Than a Million Names Added to 
- the Roll, and More in 
Prospect. 



Washington. — The pension roll of 
the United States has reached the 
high water mark, now containing 
1,000,81 names, an increase of more 
than 4,000 since June 30. In his last 
annual report Commissioner Ware 
stated that the pension rolls then car- 
ried more than 997,000 names. That 
was in June of this year. For the 
first time in history the pension roll 
is above the 1,000,000 mark, and it 
will be further enlarged as a result 
of the operation of order No. 73, the 
issuance of which precipitated a par- 
tisan debate in congress last winter. 

Adding to the rolls thousands of vet- 
erans who were previously ineligible 
>s not the only effect of the rule pro- 
viding for old age pensions. An- 
nouncement Is made unofficially that 
on account of the falling off in work 
in the pension bureau, due to order 
No. 78, it will soon become necessary 
to dispense w r ith about 500 clerks. 

Many of these will be dismissed, 
and some given appointments in other 
departments by transfer. The age rule 
will have another effect more far- 
reaching and widespread. There is a 
pension board of medical examiners 
in nearly every county in the United 
Staus. Under order No. 78 a veteran 
is placed upon the rolls immediately 
upon application when he reaches the 
age of 62 years. This, of course, ob- 
viates the necessity of medical exam- 
ination, and hence will result in a re- 
duction ia the number of boards.
